A PROMISE  TO  THE  PERPLEXED 
AND  COMPORT  FOR  THE  SUF- 
FERING AND  SORROWING. 

I.  Cor.  13:12  • • • “Now  I know  in 
part;  but  then  shall  I know  even  as  also 
1 am  known.” 

When  Paul  in  this  scripture  admitted 
partial  knowledge  he  but  acknowledges 
a fact  that  is  attested  by  all  human  ex 
perience.  Indeed  such  are  the  limita- 
tions of  human  knowledge,  that  pne 
uomena  that  are  almost  hourly  occur- 
rences are  but  little  better  understood 
by  the  man  of  science  than  by  the  un- 
tutored child  of  nature  who  wades  the 
lagoons  or  threads  the  jungles  of  dark- 
est Africa.  The  wizzards  of  rnouern 
times  have  harnessed  an  energy  that 
makes  them  music,  draws  their  cars, 
carries  their  messages,  lights  their  cit 
ies,  executes  their  criminals  and  a 
thousand  and  one  other  things.

nature.  To  place  an  interrogation  point 
after  all  that  he  sees  is  an  impulse  of 
his  being.  He  will  make  any  sacrifice, 
submit  to  any  privation  and  endure  any 
hardship  “to  knoiy.” 

But  there  are  things  above  mere  phys 
ical  phenomena— things  vastly  more 
wtal  to  you  and  me  that  we  want  to 
know  about,  which  have  hitherto  eluded 
our  efforts  and  defied  our  prying  eruios- 
ity.  And  which,  bless  God,  we  shall 
know  all  about  one  of  these  days. 

I mention  some  of  the  problems  that 
perplex  us  now  that  shull  one  dtiy  be 
solved  to  our  satisfaction: 

1.  "W  hy  enterprises  the  most  worthy, 
undertaken  so  nobly  and  prosecuted  so 
faithfully  should  so  often  be  terminated 
suddenly  by  death,  is  a problem  tnat  is 
constantly  presented  to  us,  aud  some- 
times with  paralyzing  force.  A single 
example  will  illustrate  what  I mean.  At 
the  intersection  ot  two  prominent  streets 
in  the  city  of  Atlanta-  there  stands  the 
pffi&y  ol  u great  man — a statue  ot  tne 
immortal  ilenry  W.  Grady,  ot  wnoin  H 
has  been  fittingly  Baid  that  he  died  lit- 
erally loving  a nation  into  peace.  War’s 
wild  alarm  had  disturbed  the  happy 
tranquility  of  a young  nation.  The  un- 
holy din  of  a lrutncidal  conflict  had 
made  a continent  tremble.  The  world 
looked  anxiously  jipon  thut  fierce  light 
in  which  former  friends  had  become  lu 
rious  toes,  and  brother  engaged  brother 
in  a duel  to  the  death.  .More  than  a 
fourth  of  a century  hud  gone  by  and 
still  an  unbridged  chasm  yawned  be- 
tween North  and  Noutli.  This  matchless 
scion  of  the  Sunny  Southland  set  him- 
self to  cement  these  sundered  sections 
with  love.  And  the  burning  words  that 
fell  from  his  eloquent  tongue  aud  the 
messages  of  friendship  which  flowed 
from  his  great  loving  heart  melted  away 
the  icy  barriers  thut  had  so  long  sepa 
rated  a nation  of  heroes  aud  it  needed 
but  the  dastardly  deed  of  a cruven  Span 
iard  to  bring  North  and  South  together 
to  avenge  the  blood  of  the  men  who 
manned  the  Maine.  I wonder  w’hy  Hen- 
ry W.  Grady  was  not  permitted  to  see 
the  fuller  fruitage  of  his  enterprise  of 
love!  Why  were  his  ears  dull  in  death 
when  Ohio  said  to  Georgia,  “We  too 
honor  your  hero  dead  and  would  mark 
the  mounds  that  shelter  their  sacred 
dust.”  I do  not  know  why  his  sun  should 
sink  to  slumber  ere  its  noon  tide  splen 
dor  had  been  reached.  But  this  scrip 
ture  assures  me  that  I shall  know.  One 
day  the  effulgent  glory  of  God  will  beat 
upon  our  enraptured  souls,  the  last  cloud 
will  have  cleared  from  the  sun-bright 
summit  of  the  hill  of  glory  and  then  we 
shall  know  why  each  cherished  emer 
prise  was  not  permitted  to  materialize 
and  the  plans  so  carefully  laid  were  dis- 
arranged by  death. 
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4.  Why  God  permits  his  servants  to 
suier  so  sorely  wUcu  prosecuting  his 
work,  is  u problem  ibut  confronts  every 
luiiniul  servant.  No  one  can  read  ol  the 
disappointments  of  Carey  and  Uie  pri 
vatious  aud  sufferings  of  Judson  wiUi 
out  wanting  to  know  wUy  it  wus  per 
nutted.  \\  ny  must  Judsuu  pine  an  pns- 
onj  winle  his  wife  tossed  in  fever  in  a 
hijny  hut,  their  mfuut  cry  tor  uounsh 
m tint  winle  tUe  soles  hud  beeu  burned 
frqm  the  feet  ot  that  man  of  Uod  by  tne 
torrid  sands  on  thut  torturing  murch 
irt>m  Avu.  But  long  ago  Oou  folded 
these'  suffering  saints  to  uis  bosom  uud 
thl*  reason  lor  their  suffering  has  beeu 
made  clear  to  them.  I ou  may  be  sorely 
trik-d  us  you  toil  for  God  und  wonder 
way.  Nome  day  God's  "well  done,  good 
uuii  luiiniul  servant”  will  tnrill  yoiu 
disembodied  spirit,  uud  lUcu  tne  sweet 
ea(  memories  dl  all  the  past  will  be  Uiosc 
seasons  ol  toil,  beset  by  every  trial  Ural 
tub  ingenuity  ol  Miuu  count  devise.

A sul- 
teiing  form  uppeurs  before  me  now,  ul 
tnbugu  more  loan  thirty  years  ffuve 
passed  since  i loosed  upon  nis  tortured 
buoy,  ills  bones  nave  been  warped,  Uis 
joints  great,  unsignily  jproluoeiunces, 
injs  form  bent,  wane  Ins  nauds  uud  leet 
w^re  so  drawn  and  twisted  Unit  lUey 
scarcely  bore  semblunce  to  l^iese  organs. 
Nllrely  the  agony  ot  a disease  that  could 
befid  those  bones  und  bow  that  body 
coin  Id  not  have  been  exceeded  suve  by 
t lie  tortures  of  the  damned,  und  yet  that 
was  one  of  tbe  best  men  i ever  knew.  A 
viLit  from  Lncle  Jimmie  Burrow  was  us 
delightsome  us  breezes  fresh  blown  from 
Beuuluh’s  bokers;  and  to  worship  with 
bitii  ut  tbe  family  altar  us  be  quoted 
fr>m  memory  psaiui  ufter  psalm  und 
then  talked  with  God  in  pruyer,  wus  tof 
be  carried  almost  to  the  very  aute- 
cljainber  of  heaven.  I tfo  not  know  why

Old  Friends  in  New  Dress. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  all  these  marks 
of  the  new  religion  are  old.  None  of 
hem  are,  strictly  speaking,  new.  I wish 
lo  treat  the  distinguished  gentleman 
who  puts  forward  these  features  of  the 
new  religion  with  the  utmost  respect  and 
consideration,  and  what  I now  propose 
is  to  i|sk  and  answer  the  question,  What 
is  the  real  significance  of  his  plea  for  a 
new  religion? 

Tho  serious  aspect  of  Dr.  Eliot's  call 
for  a pew  religion  is  that  it  is  the  voice 
of  the  ultra  wing  of  modern  scientific 
men.  It  is  well  to  have  the  issue  clearly 
drnwil.  There  is  no  compromise  possiblo 
between  Christianity  and  this  wfing  of 
modern  unbelief.  If  evangelical  Chris- 
tianity is  essentially  wrong  in  its  gen- 
eral conception  of  Jesus,  then  there  is 
not  left  any  particular  reason  for  being 
a follower  of  Jesus.  Dr.  Eliot  has  voiced 
a demand  deeper  than  any  mere  ques- 
tion of  criticism  or  dogma.  It  is  a ques- 
tion qf  our  fundamental  attitude  toward 
the  universe.  Tn  plain  language  it  mean* 
this,  that  modern  science  can  tolerate 
and  will  tolerate  nothing  in  religion 
which  in  any  way  transcends  scientific 
conclusions,  that  observation  and  exper 
iment  and  the  inductive  method  must 
determine  all  of  man’s  beliefs,  religious 
ns  well  ns  otherwise,  that  evangelical 
Christinnitv  is  now  called  upon  to  re- 
pent and  abandon  its  errors  on  pain  of 
scientific  anathema.  • . 

A New  England  Unitarian  minister  a 
few  rears  ago  was  annealing  to  a Uni- 
tarian convention  to  do  something  to 
save  tbeir  church  and  asserted  that  they 
were  in  the  rnriids  above  Niagara,  ana 
tbntj  fbev  could  hear  the  roar  of  the  cat- 
aract below  them  and  that  the  Unita- 
rian cbnrch  would  soon  go  over  the  cat- 
aract if  it  did  not  do  something  radical 
Then  he  summed  up  the, Unitarian  short- 
comings in  two  broad,  general  proposi- 
tions. “Brethren.”  he  said,  “our  radi- 
cal and  far-reaching  defects  are  these: 
First,  we  are  wanting  in  a proper  sense 
of  sin;  secondlv.  we  are  wanting  in  u 
proper  sense  of  ignorance.”  Certainly 
all  those  who  have  had  experience  in 
dealing  with  men  and  know  the  actual 
moral  and  religious  problem  which  con- 
fronts all  those  who  seriously  grapple 
with  conditions  as  they  exist  know  that 
th  is  statement  is  true.  No  form  of  re- 
ligion which  minimizes  sin  can  possibly 
succeed  on  a large  scale.  It  may  become

Defects  in  President  Eliot’s  Assumption. 

Now  the  defects  in  President  Eliot’s 
assumptions  I wish  to  point  out  briefly. 
It  can  be  nsserte<jl  beyond  all  question 
that  it  is  a falne  standard  of  religion  to 
maintain  that  no  truth  is  worthy  of  ac- 
ceptance in  the  Religions  realm  which 
has  not  been  mediated  by  science. 
Science  is  not  in  ja  position  to  mediate 
religious  truth.  Many  things  nre  worthy 
of  acceptance  which  science  can  neither 
prove  nor  disprove.  President  Eliot’s 
plea,  therefore,  is  wrong,  in  that  it  as- 
sumes that  the  scientific  and  religious 
task  of  men  are  identical.  This  is  en- 
tirelv  fnlse.  Science  investigates  data. 
Religion  relates  th  the  eternal.  Science 
seeks  to  extend  It  he  bounds  of  knowl- 
edge. Religion  sej^ks  to  achieve  inward 
peace  and  moral  jharmonv.  Science  be- 
gins with  an  interrogation.  Religion  be- 
gins with  an  affiifmation.  Science  deals 
with  matter,  for^e  and  motion  in  the 
light  of  the  inductive  method.  Religion 
deals  with  the  conscience  nnd  the  will 
and  the  intellect  in  the  light  of  the  eter- 
nfll.  TTip  nJpfl  off  Pro^Mont  Eliot  ovor- 
looks  the  limifatwins  of  science.  Science, 
in  the  strict  and!  proner  sense  of  the 
word,  has  no  assertion  whatever  to 
make  ns  to  the  elements  of  relic-Jon,  be- 
cause science  deals  onlv  with  phenome- 
na. Indeed,  it  nj»nv  be  tmlv  said  that 
religion  bepins  | where  science  ends. 
There  are  four  nnieefs  of  fhoneht  which 
science  cannot  drill  with.  These  are  the 
smd  freedom,  itnmortnlitv.  nnd  God. 
Science  cannot  prove  nor  disprove  the 
soul;  it  cannot  prove  nor  disnrove  free 
dom:  it  cannot  ^rovo  nor  disprove  im- 
mortnlitv;  it  cantiot  prove  nor  disprove 
God.  Now.  it  is  Oxnetlv  with  these  real- 
ities that  reliirion  deals,  nnd  at  exactly 
the  point  where  science  ends  religion  be 
gins.  So  that  n standard  which  ns- 
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weakness  and  failure  of  all  religions  ex- 
cept Christianity,  and  any  form  of  Chris- 
tiknitv  which  has  heen  tried  apart  from 
that  which  is  known  as  evnngelical 
^Christianity  has  suffered  from  the  same 
defect.  Bin  is  heredity.  Science  is 
tqaching  us  that  with  much  insistence. 
Biology  tenches  tjint  sin  is  habit.  Psy 
elology  is  teaching  us  that.  I might  givj 
a theological  definition  of  sin.  but  I let 
tllese  suffice.  Practically,  Rin  is  a power 
in  reversed  action.  An  effective  religion 
must  l>e  able  to  reverse  this  malignant 
l>pwer  in  us.  , 

Another  religious  need  of  man  is  fel 
ldwship  with  the  divine—  nctunl  fellow 
ship,  not  hypothetical  fellowship — fel 
lowship  which  brings  actual  power  and 
comfort.  Again,  man  needs  comfort.  He 
hns  always  needed  it  nnd  always  will 
nred  it.  To  comfort  man  is  not  the  chief 
object  of  religion,  but  it  is  one  of  the  ob 
jkets,  nnd  a religion  without  comfort 
will  not  appenl  to  men  generally.  Again, 
njinn  needs  authority.  We  imagine  that 
oiur  chief  need  is  freedom.  I do  not  gain 
shy,  and  no  American  will  gainsay,  that 
freedom  is  the  birthright  of  mnn.  But 


snmes  the  right  of  science  to  dictate  the 
contents  of  religion  is  entirclv  false. 

The  Lea 'line  Misconceptions. 

President  Fliof  al«o  overlooks  the  real 
nature  of  CTiristifmitv.  TTe  assumes  that 
.Tesns  coerces  the  will.  As  n matter  of 
feef.  He  frees  tLif  will.  He  assumes  that 
Cbrisfinnitv  is  arbitrary.  As  a matter 
of  fact,  it  answers  man’s  needs  ns  water 
slakes  his  thirst.  He  assumes  that  the 
Bible  is  an  antiquated  book.  As  a mat: 
ter  of  fact,  it  is’  the  most  living  of  all 
books,  the  most  inspiring  of  all  books. 
It  is  tho  hook  qf  life  nnd  the  book  of 
power. 

Again.  President  Eliot’s- demand  for  u 
new  religion  overlooks  the  ineradicable 
religions  needs  ojf  mnn.

will  protist  and  reassert  her  charter  of 
Intellectual  freedom.

identity  of  spirit  and  elav.  If  science 
has  an  eye  only  for  tho  order  of  nature 
i and  the  necessity  for  investigation,  re* 

1 ligion  will  assert  thnt  she  has  an  ryo 
p for  tho  disorder  of  the  moral  kingdom 
h and  the  needs  of  redemption.  If  science 
boasts  thnt  she  has  stretched  forth  her 
hand  and  plucked  many  secrets  from 
> nature,  the  religious  mnn  will  reply  tluit 
I God  hns  stretcji<>d  forth  His  hand  nnd 
r plucked  him  a*  a brand  from  the  burn 
t ing  If  science  joints  to  intellectual 
I problems  which  mnn  mn*t  solve,  relig  - 
ion will  point  to  moral  nnd  spiritual 
heights  which  man  must  scale.  If  science 
insists  on  making  of  God  a being  not 
avnilnble  for  man’s  help  in  his  upwnrd 
I struggle;  if  it  says  God  is  not  energy 
and  power  and  love  and  fellowship  for 
man,  that  God  is  outside  nnd  alwve  the 
world,  only  like  the  dot  over  the  letter 
”i,”  or  merely  diffused  through  the 
world  equally  everywhere  like  water  in 
n sponge;  if  He  cannot  come  to  the  res- 
cue, cannot  speak  to  us,  when  we  cry  for 
help;  if  He  is  merely  n passive  sjiecta 
tor,  who  can  do  nothing  hut  sit  aloof 
nnd  watch  the  nwful  tragedy,  or  else 
merely  dwell  within  man  and  become 
parti  ceps  criminis  in  his  guilt  nnd  sin, 
then  why  call  him  God,  why  apply  to 
Him  the  name  Father?  Why  prate  about 
fellowship?  Why  waste  words  on.pmyer 
nnd  redemption,  and  why  talk  relirien 
at  all  ns  orgnnirt  in  mnn’s  nntnre  nnd  in 
society?  for  you  have  reduced  the  worl  I 
to  pnre  naturalism,  to  a system  which 
hns  no  eye  to  pity  and  no  arm  to  save. 

Especially  will  the  religious  mnn  of 
todnv  resist  the  attempt  of  men  to  de- 
throne Jesus  Christ.  He  will  remind  the 
science  whieh  seeks  to  go  beyond  its 
sphere  nnd  reduce  Jesus  to  ithe  level  of  | 
other  tenebers  thnt  Jesus  ever  has  l>ecn, 
is  todnv,  and  ever  will  lie  irreducible. 

He  will  remind  such  science  of  the 
teachings  of  history;  thnt  the  cnrlv 
phases  of  nnv  new  era  of  culture  usually 
try  to  eliminate  Jesus,  but  that  the  Inter 
and  riper  stages  always  return  in  him, 
nnd  that  the  attempt  to  mnke  religion 
nnd  any  particular  era  or  aspect  or  form 
of  human  culture  identical  has  ntwnvs 
failed,  and  is  destined  forever  to  fail, 
beeanse  the  Christian  religion  is  the  in- 
clusive term  among  human  interests  an  I 
absorbs  all  the  transient  phases  of  cul- 
ture in  dne  time.

the  college.  I gleaned  the  following 
facts:  The  college  property  consists  of 
a large  two-story  cl|a(>el,  partitioned 
into  class  rooms  and  a large  auditorium, 
two  three  story  dormitories — one  ;or 
young  men  and  one  fbr  young  ladies 
each  has  room  for  abqut  seventy  pupils. 
The  brick  is  on  the  ground  to  build  an 
annex  to  the  boys’  dormitory  which  will 
enable  them  to  care  for  forty  eight  more 
young  men.  These  buildings  are  all 
heated  by  steam  and  are  regarded  ns 
fire-proof.  The  enrollment  last  year  was 
two  hundred  and  twehtv-six — they  hope 
to  have  three  hundred  next  year.  The 
past  session  was  self-sustaining  and  a 
dividend  was  declared  of  over  $400.  The 
tuition  is  $3.50  per  pionth  nnd  board, 
everything  included.  $11.  The  college 
property  is  said  to  bei  easily  worth  $50,- 
000.  They  have  $41,000  in  notes  nnd 
subscriptions  payable  one,  two  nnd 
three  years.  The  college  owes  about 
$20,000  payable  one.  two  nnd  three 
years.  Arrangements  were  made  to  car- 
ry their  own  indebtedness  for  another 
year.  They  have  a Strong  fneulty  for 
next  year,  six  men  nnd  four  Indies — four 
of  these  teachers  are  graduates  from 
onr  own  Mississippi  College. 

The  moral  and  rejigious  atmosphere 
at  Clarke  Memorial  0°Hege  is  08  fine  ns 
I ever  saw.  Eleven  young  preachers 
were  in  attendance  l^st  year.  I learned 
that  a canvass  of  the  students  had  been 
made  to  ascertain  jast  how  many  stu- 
dents in  attendance  ait  this  school  would 
have  been  in  attendance  nt  Mississippi 
College  but  for  the  Clarke  Memorinl 
College  and  only  one:  was  found.  I take 
this  as  an  indication  that  Clarke  Me- 
morial has  a field  in  Mississippi  pecul 
iarly  its  own.  I wish  we  had  an  half 
dozen  such  Baptist  schools  in  Mississip- 
pi preparing  student)  to  enter  the  junior 
class  of  Mississippi!  College  nnd  that 
these  schools  were  bll  correlated  and 
that  we  were  all  working  together.  Then 
there  would  lie  no  jealousies  about  ter- 
ritory and  these  schools  would  then  not 
be  regarded  in  any  sense  as  rivals  nnd 
there  would  be  none  to  say  keep  off  of 
my  grass.  God  bless  our  Baptist  scnools 
and  multiply  them  ih  the  land.
